Dublin well, that there are among them many no- 
minal Roman Catholics on whom their religion has 
but a slight hold, and who, in seasons of bodily or 
mental affliction, are wont to lean on some surer 
ground of hope and consolation than the rites and 
ceremonies of their own Church. To such persons 
a season of sickness may strengthen the desire as 
well as afford the opportunity of approaching the 
fountain-head of spiritual knowledge, and of seek- 
ing in the unadulterated Word of God a 
guidance and a light which they have ceased 
to find in the authority of their priest. They select 
the Adelaide Hospital because they will be there pro- 
tected from the inquisitorial action of those who 
claim to be their spiritual directors, and will be free 
to develope those religious convictions which in any 
other place would be violently suppressed. That 
| some such type of semi-Protestants exists among 
our Roman Catholic poor must be inferred from the 
mere fact that persons professing the latter faith vo- 
luntarily enter the Adelaide Hospital. That the 
class is so numerous as to excite alarm on the part of 
their clergy is manifest from the strenuous efforts 
of Dr. Spratt and his coadjutors. 


Considerations of this kind tend to reduce very 
much our surprise at the animosity which this Hos- 
pital has evoked in Roman Catholic quarters. Buta 
contemporary assures us that the Adelaide stands 
condemned in the judgment of many Protestants, 
both lay and clerical. For the benefit of such Pro- 
testants, if they are not a mere creation of our 
contemporary’s fancy, we must observe that the 
existence of one such institution as the Adelaide 
Hospital in this city is not only excusable but highly 
necessary. There are among our Protestant poor 
many “ weaker brethren,” to whom, especially when 
their mental powers are enfeebied by disease, the 
imposing ritual and the so-called sacraments of the 
Church of Rome are a seduction and a snare. It is but 
right to protect them from this danger, andthere is no 
effectual protection but to exclude the Roman Catholic 
ecclesiastic and his paraphernalia from the Hospital 
wards as strictly as every Protestant parent would 
exclude them from the chamber of his dying child. 
Again, there is among our Protestant poor a class 
of persons to whom, reasonably or not, these Romish 
ceremonies are an offence. They think them un- 
christian, corrupt, abominable. It fevers such people 
to be forced to look on, while what they regard as 
idolatrous mummeries are being conducted beside a 
deathbed. Now, however cavalierly we may flout 
such prejudices on the part of men and women in 
full health, we are bound, as a mere piece of medical 
regimen, to respect them in the case of the sick. 
The first duty of a physician, or a nurse, or an hos- 
pital, is to avoid all unnecessary irritation and offence 
to the patient; and it is quite proper that in 
an Institution which is avowedly founded for Protes- 
tants, the medical treatment of the class of patients 
for which it was founded should not be compromised 
in order to facilitate the religious treatment of a class 
which it does not directly contemplate, and which it 
only admits on being willing to perform any good 
works that may be compatible with its own essential 
purposes. It is not compatible with the efficient 
treatment of many Protestant patients that their 
eyes should be offended by Romish ceremonies. It 
is, therefore, highly unreasonable to require such 
ceremonies to- be admitted; and any Protestant who 
‘condemns the Adelaide for forbidding them, may be, 
indeed, liberal—for we do not profess to determine all 
the meanings of this convenient term—but just or 
reasonable we think that he is not. 

But, what a picture does this agitation 
of Dr. Spratt’s afford us of the modera- 
tion and good taste of the Roman Catholic 
Church.

Russia, as we showed the other day, 
stood in a formidable position on the whole western 
frontier of China. She had freed the 
Mongols from the suzerainty of the Tartar dynasty. 
She had engaged Manchees in her interest, and 
gained over the nomad tribes of Tartars. China 
herself was undergoing a process of disintegration 
by the great rebellion. Russia profited by her 
position. She offered the Chinese Emperor to aid 
him against the rebels with a powerful army, in re- 
turn for the cession of the Valley of the Amoor. In 
case of refusal, she was prepared to march a power- 
ful army from the land side, and her fleet was to 
unite with the French and English squadrons then 
in the Pacific. China, of course, yielded, and ceded 
to Russia all the territory within the river Gorbitza. 
But, as usual, Russia found out there were two 
rivers of the same name, and interpreting the treaty 
in the widest sease, she understood that river to be 
intended which ran closest to the great wall of 
China, and thus she has gained a vast and rich 
province within 70 miles of Pekin. 

The Russian flotilla is in the Chinese Seas; or in 
the Amoor under the walls of Kamarsh, Albasin, 
Aigunt, Maranskof, Nabrowski, or Alexandrowsky 

all first-class fortresses: Nine screw steamers were 
sent from Cronstadt to join this flotilla about 
three weeks since. A telegraph line is laid between 
St. Petersburg up to a station within five miles of 
Pekin. We say that the attack and defeat of the 
Allies must have been known at St. Petersburg prior 
to the departure of those ships from Cronstadt. 
\\ hat reason on earth had Russia for increasing her 
force so largely in those seas, unless she were con- 

scious of having given just cause of offence to the 
Allied Powers. 

The internal trade of Russia with China is ab- 

solutely immense. “he sends her coarse, strong wool- 
lens in exchange for tea, and silver to buy silks. She 
has long possessed several exclusive privileges, and 
she does not like to share them with the Western 

nations. Even when Lord Elgin wasat the Peiho, 

Pituatin was intr gaing to prevent the residence of 
any foreign Min ster but her own at Pekin, and to 

forbid the entree into the interior of any but Russian 

merchants. The absence of the French fleet and 

forces at Cochin-China and the departure -of the 

English troops for India, encouraged the Chinese to 

violate the treaty with both Powers, while Russia 

hoped that the state of Europe would, by this time, 

have become so complicated as to prevent France or 

England from avenging the outrage. Russia trusted 

that these Powers would be now at war, and leave 

her at leisure to work out her own designs in China 

uninterruptedly. 

What Louis Napoleon will do we may guess. He 

who fights for an idea may be expected to fight to 

revenge an atrocious outrage upon the sacred person 

ofa French Ambassador. What we will do is not 

doubtful either. If we wish to retain our hold upon 

the commerce of the East, we must teach the Chinese 

that forbearance may be trifled with once too often. 

We have already proposed that those 6,000 or 7,000 

troops now claiming their discharge should be offered 

the bounty on condition of serving one or two cam- 

paigns in China. The Times calculates that a year 

will elapse before our vengeance is taken. Why is 

that necessary ? If it be thought impolitic to employ 

soldiers who have legally claimed their discharge, 

why not charter the Great Eastern at once, fill her 

with eight or ten thousand troops, and send her at 

once to the Pacific? A six weeks’ voyage ought to 

place these troops in China.

first-rate political head of forcible impulses,short cuts, and 
confident insights, is to look down upon the old-fashioned 
statesman of quiet judgment ; but we venture to say 
that this is not in the slightest degree the attitude of the 
two political heads that are now conferring at Biarritz. 
The French Emperor is far too keenly alive to what he 
can get out of such a head as King Leopold’s to enter- 
tain such a comparison. There is no one out of the 
whole drcle of European statesmen who could meet 
Louis Napoleon so completely on equal terms. The two 
doubtless regard one another with considerable mutual 
curiosity, though both are Kings, and they summon up 
unconsdously various scenes in each other's histories as 
they talk. The French Emperor knows the lucky chance 
which first elevated Prince Leopold to European rank, 
and began that career which ended in inserting a scion 
of the House of Coburg in almost every reigning family 
of Europe; that it was with the allied Generals who 
drove his uncle, the first Napoleon, from France in 1814, 
that he first rose to notice. King Leopold’s family 
reminiseences and obligations to Napoleon III. are 
later. He sees in his host the man who occupies the 
throne of his own father-in-law, and who has exiled a 
whole family of brothers-in-law from France. He may 
be fullyaware that the interests of his country require 
him to distinguish between the King of Belgium and the 
son-in-law and brother-in-law of Bourbons. He may 
not be even sorry to show that he does not commit Bel- 
gium to any Orleanist cause. Still these family 
| facts cannot be agreeable. This is the burden which 
Royal rank especially imposes. In lower rank, people 
who stand in disagreeable relations to each other on 
account of mutual mischief done hate seeing each other, 
and, as there is no particular reason why they ever 
should see each other, the result is that, as a matter of 
fact, they never do see each other. Kings, however, 
whatever mischief they have done each other, and how- 
ever muth they may hate each other, must see each other; 
there is no help for it. Facts do not allow them to shrink 
into mutyal invisibility, which is the refuge of less exalted 
antagonisms. But,whatever may be the respective re- 
miniscenees of King Leopold and Napoleon IIL, one 
thing is certain—that two such heads cannot fail to re- 

spect each other. 7

As is usual with an alleged grievance in England, 
there is acommission abroad bent on its annihilation. 
T here are, we believe, at this moment, or have been 
lately, a number of gentlemen passing to and fro from 
the War Office and Horse Guards collecting materials for 
a report upon the seperate aid joint efficiency of 
these two Institutions. It will. be admitted that the 
inquiries were wanted, and that Geueial Peel did 
quite right in promoting them. The revelations of 
the clothing and contract business of the army make 
a better representation of chaos than anything which 
ever came from the pen of Haydn. There is no 
good in concealing these things because professional 
detractors make political capital out of them. 
Mr. Bright edges up to the subject like a shy horse at 
a wheelbarrow, and then says, “I did not know much 
about you, and don’t know that I am here, but the fran- 
chise is the thing for such a monster as you.” He may 
well make fun of the incomprehensible recommendation 
to hand over the military and naval administration to 
the clear brain of Mr. Cobden. The men who are taken 
in by the hoax of cooking eggs upon a rope across Nia- 
gara will be guilty of any simplicity. If reform is not 
to come from official quarters those who occupy them 
had better make a confession of incompetency at once. 
What is the use of all the influence and knowledge which 
office gives if they are not applied to produce efficient ad- 
ministration? The men with arms in their hands are 
the men to fight, and when they are paid to do it 
into the bargain, it is something very like fraud if they | 
shrink from their duty. There has been a tendency in 
this direction for a long time past, and it was only the 
other day we alluded to it as being exemplified in the 
growing frequency of commissions. All the country, and 
India especially, is showing signs of feeble administra- 
tion. Thedisasters which have temporarily clouded the 
brightness of England have arisen from the dulness of 
her administrative capacity. This has been plain enough;

But te beds must 
be made of the best down and feathers, and straw must 
be laid for the present occupants of Downing-street.

TO THE REV. DOCTOR SPRATT. 

Rev. Simr,—Seeing that you have issued a pastoral 
placard, addressed to Catholics, ordering them not to 
enter the Adelaide Hospital, I take the liberty of saying 
that should Providence afflict me with any sick- 
ness, Ishould not avail myself of your advice in 
not trying to get in, as I know I should be well taken 
care of. I should suppose when you were addressing 
Catholics you intended it for Roman Catholics, but as 
Roman is not very palatable in the present day, with 
either Irishmen or Italians, you will take care to omit that 
designation in future. Now, rev. sir, I don’t think your 
advice will betaken, no more than your telling yeur flock 
not to read the Bible, for the Bible they will read in 
spite of your advice.

he voluntary resignations, too, seem to hold in some 
degree the same proportion, the last year showing 263 
Roman Catholics and 175 Protestants. With respect to 
the officers, the whole corps consists of 299, of whom 68 
68 are Roman Catholicsand 231 Protestants. Two-thirds 
are directly nominated by the Government, theremaining. 
third being appointed on my recommendation, which is in- 
variably confined to the sons of old officersof the force or 
to head-constables, not a single individual from private 
life having ever been recommended by me. Since the Ist 
January, 1849, seventeen head-constables have been pro- 
moted, on my recommendation, to the rank of sub- 
inspector, nine of whom were Protestants, and cight 
were Roman Catholics. I know not we what principle 
any of the Governments under which I have served may 
have exercised their patronage in regard to their consta- 
bulary appointments; but considering the class from 
which the force has been hitherto officered—viz., the 
sons of the Irish gentry, of officers of the army 
and navy, of the clergy, and of gentlemen of 
other liberal professions—there must necessarily 
being anoverwhelming majority of Protestant officers 
in its ranks. If the senior officers are almost exclusively 
Protestants, it arises from the same cause that gives so 
large a number of the first head-constableships to men of 
that faith—viz., that the oldest sub-inspectors are still 
Protestants. With regard to the sons of officers named 
for cadetships, the rule which I originally prescribed for 
my guidance was to recommend them according to the 
rank of service of their fathers ; but fearing that such an 
arrangement might indefinitely exclude the sons of 
many old and respectable sub-inspectors, I have long 
since adopted the plan of bringing before the Lord Lieu- 
tenant the name of a county inspector’s and sub-inspec- 
tor’s son alternately strictly in the order of his father’s 
standing in the force ; and I may observe, that I have 
not yet found it necessary to pass over any Roman 
Catholic aspirant when it canie to his father’s turn to be 
considered. With"reference to the advancement of the 
officers in general, from rank to rank and from class to 
class, there have been, since I assumed my present office, 
474 cases ot promotion. Had these been made, in pro- 
portion to the respective numbers of Protestant and 
Roman Catholic officers in the establishment, a little 
more than one-fifth of the promotioris would have gone to 
Catholics ; whereas, it appears that out of the 474 cases 
of promotion, 148 have been of Roman Catholic officers. 
During the period I have had the charge of the consta- 
bulary, six Roman Catholic and twenty Protestant 
officers have been dismissed for misconduct, and 57 
Catholic and 109 Protestant officers have received re- 
wards (independently of promotion), or other special 
marks of approbation.

THE CONVICT SYSTEM. 
TO TUE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,---A few days since Laddressed you on the subject 
of the heavy burthen resting on us from the convict 
system, but without obtaining the return ef officers and 
prisoners I spoke of. It would seem that the public are 
to pay all taxes laid on them, and yet not be thought 
worth informing on the outlay, and “ Blue Books” to be 
compiled, lauding the system as repressing crime, but of- 
fering no financial benefit of any moment to the com- 
munity. I have heard of a few dismissals among the 
lower officers, which is, as usual, beginning at the wrong 
end, throwing poor men and their tamilies on the world 
to starve, or be a drain on the purses of the charitable 
men who have probably fulfilled their duty well, and we 
have often melancholy proof that it is a 
most dangerous one. Such might be disposed of 
in small Government offices, as post-office porters, 
&c., or reasonable time be given them to pro- 
vide themselyes with situations ; and the immense 
staff of warders, principal warders, chief warders, 
governors’ clerks, deputy governors, governors, directors, 
&e., &c. be cut down within reasonable limits. I 
doubt not Mr. Cobden’s attention will be drawn to this, 
as he is now so busy about financial reform. Some of the 
prisons might surely be abandoned; and although the 
outlay for buildings may have been sheer waste, we 
need not have t:.e expense added to by a needless staff 
merely to conceal the mistake which giving up those 
prisons would reveal, and thus a very considerable 
saving would be effected, and by a condensed and con- 
sistent system the repression of crime would be better 
carried out than by the multiplied and costly machinery

Rescue FROM Drowninea.--Monday morning a most 
painful sensation was created among all classes in Kilkee, 
arising out of an occurre::ce which had well nigh proved 
fatal to two members of a highly respectable family 
connected with Limerick. The circumstances are these : 
—-Between eight and nine o'clock a.m., Miss Gabbett, 
the niece of Colonel Gabbett, with whom the young 
lady and other members of her family have been lodging, 
at the Bath Lodge, opposite the bay, went out as 
usual to bathe, at that portion of the strand at the west 
end, near the ledge of rocks at which the place known as 
the Edmond Point is situated, and where the ladies’ 
bathing boxes are pluced. There were not many others in 


_the water at the mumen:. Miss Gabbett, it appears, though 


capable of swimming to some extent, went out farther 
than was prudent ; thetide was receding, it was nearly 
out ; and though the morning was unusually calm, there 
was a partial swell, which further augmented the dan- 
ger in which the young lady was placed. Nothing par- 
ticularly to attract observation, however, took place un- 
til loud cries were heard by some gentlemen who were 
at the time bathing at the other side of the ledge of 
rocks to which we have just referred. ‘These cries 
were raised by some females about the bathing boxes 
who saw that Miss Gabbett was making ineflectual at- 
tempts to return to shore, and that instead of being able 
to do so, she was drawn out farther into the bay. At 
the same time, a gentleman who had been witnessing 
what was going ou---Captain Lander, a relative of the 
young lady—rushed into the water ; and os been 
unable to swim well in consequence of the impediment

That is a resnit that speaks volumes, if not for the 
persistent consistency of our race, at least of the favour 
"ea which Providence has attended all our efforts. Consi- 
cer .le interest has been excited here by astatement that 
IL 5 lateuded to abolish the Supreme and remodel the 
Legislative Council. The vacancies in the former body 
hvve been left unfilled for months, anda report has been 
alled for as to t! e working of the latter, more especially 

in its relation to the Executive. It seems to be under- 
stool in England that they clash, They do not, simpl 
because the Executive Council can do anything it 
pleases. No member can bring in any bill or make any 
moon affecting finance, military affairs, or foreign 


relations without their consent in writing. As, 
mor.over, matters relating to finance are in- 
terpreted to include all proposals involving 


either economy or expense, you may understand the 
pmount of power left to the islative Council. Its 
f incli ns are simply those performed in England by the 
harrister wlro draughts a bill. ‘The proposal at home, it 
is said, ix to call up the five Secretaries or Ministers of 
Home, Foreign, Finance, and Military affairs, and of 
Public Works toa ‘ Cubinet, giving them seats in the 
Legislative Council, and reinforcing that body with non- 
official members. The plan is received with very gene- 
ral approval, as it will, in the first place, greatly accele- 
oa business, and save in the second some 80,0001. a 
ear. 

“ A circular has been addressed to all officials of ex- 
pericnce requesting their opinions as to the best method 
of imposing new taxes. The replies have been very 
few ; in Bengal, for example, only two gentlemen ac- 
cept the responsibility of suggestion. The most 
po} ula: idea appears to be a house-tax, rateably impos- 
ed, wit: a minimum of eight annas a house. As there 
are upwards of 24,000,000 houses in British India, 


any tax must be profitable, but the attempt is 
considered dangerous. The cities have  re- 
peatedly rejected former imposts of the kind. 


& The Enam difficulty, the source of more heartburn- 
ing than any measure ever attempted in India, is I am 
informed, settled. All inquiry is to cease. All Enam 
lands are to be taxed at the rate of one-fourth the average 
taxation of the district. Provided always that any holder 
of Enams may, if he pleases, apply for inquiry, and prove 
his right to remain absolutely free. This settlement will 
probably be accepted, the Enam class preferring anything 
to an inquiry which may last for 40 years, and oust 
them after all.

“You are discussing the propriety of introducing the 
Bible inte Government schools. In this country, where 
the feeling in favour of a ‘ Christian policy’ is almost 
fana'i ally strong, this special demand is not by any 
mans universally approved, The battle. between the 
C 'rs‘ian policy and the policy of neutrality must, it is’ 
felt, be fought on some definite point, but this one is ac- 
cepted with n> pleasure. It is not that natives will be 
e:raged. ‘They are utterly indifferent, and would as 
80011 learn English out of a Bible as out of a grammar, 
they do it already in thousands. But it is felt that to 
introduce the Scriptures even in the form of a book 
to be read among Hindoo teachers is to subject us 
to the risk of having the Word profaned by 
ridicule in half the schools of the country. 
What 1s wanted is an order that the teacher may 
read it or teach it if he likes, and a resolution 
that all orders prohibiting attendance at Christian os“ 
nances shall be repealed. For example, the Muzbee 
Sikhs Are expressing everywhere an inclination to 
come Christians. A number were baptised, and i 
Government compelled the commissioner of the district 
to explain why he attended the baptism. At the same 
time, any Massulman or Hindoo official is at liberty to 
at‘eud any ceremonial he likes, or if he chooses officiate 
as pr-est. Indeed, in every district Government pays a 
Mussulman Cayee, a strictly religious officer, to perform 
marriages and decree divorce. That is unobjectionable, 
or at any rate unavoidable; but the Christian official 
might, itis said, at least belet alone. To say the natives 
dislike them attending to their own creed is nonsense. 
The natives, like all Asiatics, have the highest respect 
for anybody of any creed who is very ostentatious in his 
rcligious duties. What Hindoo dreams of interrupt- 
ing a Mussulman praying on his carpet in the middle of 
the street? — | 

THE DISASTER IN CHINA. 
( From the Times’ Correspondent. ) 


Hoxoxono, Juty 22.--Intelligence from the North is 
of the mo-t disastrous nature, our forces having been 
repulsed at the entrance of the Peiho with very severe 
loss. Mr. Bruce arrived off the Peiho on the 18th of 
June, and sought communication with the authorities on 
shore. No officers of rank were found, but some 
messages were interchanged between some petty 
Manderins and Mr. Bruce's suite. ‘The tenour of these 
wus that the foreign Ministers would be allowed to pro- 
ceed to Pekin by a to the northward, but that 
no man-of-war would be allowed to enter the Peiho. 
They disclaimed acting under Imperial orders, stating 
that the forts and barriers were constructed by the 
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country -people to protect them irates. óm 
to obtain any satisfactory intercourse, Mr. Bruce hand 
the matter over to ‘Admiral Hope, who, on the 25th of 


June, proceeded to force a passage. 


The result is given in the enclosed extracts from the 
North China Herald, of the 9th and 14th inst. :— 


“On the 25th of June, the negotiations with the 
Chinese having come to nothing but a put off to gain 
time, the admiral with his flag the Plover 
Scere x Mar gunboats Lee, Naid 3 inp 
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to the rear by 
twos and threes, and two hours having been given them 
to get to the boats, the small advanced party retreated in 
good order from ditch to ditch, examining the ground in 
their retreat for any wounded that might have been 
overlooked. Many poor fellows, alas! in the retreat fell 
is rise no more, but the wounded were saved and brought 
off, 

“In the meantime the boats of the squadron under 
Captain Willes employed themselves in embarking the 
wonnded and landing party, and at 1 o’clock or a little 
after they were all off. The gunboats did their duty 
ably, and covered the landing party up to the latest mo- 
ment it was prudent to fire, and shortly after, as a testi- 
mony of their hard-fought day, the Lee and Kestrel 
sunk, and the Haughty just managed to keep herself 
afloat till the morning, when she went down, but fortu- 
nately out of range. At 3 a.m. the Cormorant, with 
the Admiral on board, and full of wounded, was so fast 
aground that it was considered nece to leave her, 
as she was right under the batteries, and at daylight 


the enemy would doubtless concentrate their 
fire on her, whereas if she were temporarily 
abandoned it was hoped that the enemy would 


cease firing on her, and the next night we should be able 
to get her off. For the same reasons the Plover and 
Starling, beth immovably agrouiid, were cleared of their 
crews. The morning of the 26th showed our squadron 
in sad condition, hardly a giinboat but was disabled. 
However, during the day the carpenters of the squadron 
were employed patching them up temporarily, and the 
Starling having floated, her second master proceeded in 
a dingy and cut her cable, .when she drifted out of 
range with the ebb. Two night attempts were made 
by Captain Willes to recover the Cormorant and Plover, 
but without success. The Cormorant’s ship's 
company having remained till 11 a.m. to endeavour 
to float her, a most terrific fire was opened upon 
her from batteries both north and south, and 
it soon became evident that she was sinking. Orders 
were therefore sent down to Commander Wodehouse 
ordering him to abandon her if he had no hopes. Her 
ship’s company and officers were embarked accordingly, 
but not before the water was up to her lower deck, and 

half an hour afterwards she went down head foremust. 

The same night fresh attempts were madc on the Plover, 
but it was found impracticable, as she was full of water, 
and gave no hope of her being able to float. At day- 
light the Kestrel, sunk on the 25th under the batteries, 
was observed drifting out, and, having been towed by 
the Janus into shoal water, was eventually recovered. 

During that day the enemy got on board the Plover 
over the mud, and saved us the trouble of destroying her 
by setting her on fire themselves, but not before a great 

portion of her stores had been recovered. 

“The next two or three days the boats of the Chesa- 
peake were employed destroying the abandoned vessels 
as much as possible. 

“T have no time to add more, as I hear a vessel is 
going to Shanghai. Pray let me hear from you as soon 


| as possible. We shall in all probability remain in the gulf 


till nearly the last.

FRANCE. 
(From the Correspondent of the Globe. ) 
Paris, Monday Evening. 

The Independence Belge still harps on the revival of 
an Etrurian kingdom for Napoleon FitzJerome. It is 
to be done this wise : Franz V. d'Este is to give up his 
life interest in Modena (being childless it lapses) to 
Kaiser Franz Joseph, who is to makea present of it to 
Napoleon III., who is to confer it on his consin ; Ferdi- 
nand FitzLeopold is to go through the same process, and 
being only now an Archduke in partibus infidelium, 
some very slight compensation will satisfy the youth ; 
as to the Bourbons of Parma, that family is used to 
being ousted without ceremony, and since Isabella of 
Spain takes an interest in Duke Robert (aged 11), he 
is to get from her Minorca while a minor, and 
Majorca on attaining his majority. King Jerome. 
is to do homage to the suzerainty of the Pope for the 
Legations by the annual present of a shorthorned 
bull, laden with a million of dollars, to cross the 
asainn each year on the Ist of April uader proper 
escort. 

Such is the house that Jack built in the Belgian 
sheet, and if King Leupold is to be the (very) freemason 
of this chateau en Espagne, at the"foot of the Pyrenees, he 
has neither credentials from Italy nor from Europe. 
Every day that rolls on confirms the hereditary bonds- 
men in the beliefand resolve that no guarantee for the 
nationality and independence of the Peninsula exists 
out of the formation of a strong kingdom in Upper 
Italy, from the Alps at Nice to Rim ini, on the Adriatic, 
and from Lake Como to Leghorn. 

The talk at Villafranca not having touched on Ro- 
magna, that territory’s return to statu quo is not a “sine 
qua non” a tly, and its practical rescue from clero- 
cratic rule is a fact accepted on all hands. The Legiti- 
mist papers here are alone in protesting, and they quote 
the Morning Chronicle as the exponent of public senti- 
ment in England, in favour of the expelled dukes; indeed 
the functionary who pulls the wires for Walewski on 
the Paris press instructs all papers under Government 
“inspiration” toreproduce your contemporary’s opinions, 
which, if not acute, may be chronic, but not cpidemic in 
Great Britain. Some of the more rabid proviacial jour- 
nals announce the imminent launch of an excommuni- 
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sn pe SHE sce domina- 
pursuit of the noble cause so gene- 
rously espoused, also hasten to second Hellenic sn 
tions by Gallic legions. 

The first news of the war in Italy caused, as may be 
remembered, a very great sensation throughout Greeve, 
and at Athens demonstrations were made in favour of 
France, and such an excitement created as to cause a 
modification in the Cabinet. At each successive vic- 
tory gained by the French and Sardinians the people 
gave way to manifestations of the most frantic joy, their 
sympathies being strongly enlisted on the side 
of the Allies, on whose banners they saw 
inscribed the magic words, “ oppressed —na- 
tionalities,” and the Government had the greatest 
difficulty in conforming to the counsels of the Great 
Powers and keeping down theseebullitions. The bubble 
has, however, now burst; the conditions of the peace 
which has been signed having opened the eyes of the 
Nationalist party as to how far the vague promises of 
France can be relied on, and to wild clamours has suc- 
ceeded calm disappointment. 

The peace of Villafranca exercises an influence 
throughout even these small islands, and will, it may be 
presumed, somewhat check the zealous votaries for union 
with Greece, and, perhaps, cool the ardour ot the most 
loquacious member of the Ionian Parliament, whenever 
that august assembly next meets. Sit Henry Storks 
has just issued the following proclamation proroguing 
the Ionian Parliament :--- ! 

“In virtue of the 19th Article of the first chapter 
of the Constitutional charter, the Lord High Commis- 
sioner is pleased further to prorogue the present session of 
the 1]th Parliament from the 10th day of Septeraber to 
the 10th day of December, 1859, N.S.” ' 

As long as this wholesome prerogative of the Crown 
is resorted to, the Seven Islands will continue to enjoy 
general tranquillity, and her Majesty’s: Government be 
rid of the nuisance of seeing itself exposed to the noisy 
and clamorous vituperations of the stipended deputies of 
the Ionian Huuse of Assembly. 

COLUMBIA MISSION. 

A meeting was hold yesterday at two o'clock, at the 
office of the association, Dawson-street, for the purpose 
of conferring upon the best course to pursue in giving 
effect to the interest awakened by the recent visit to these 
countries of the Bishop of Columbia, in the great work 
to which he is going forth in America. The meeting 
was numerously attended by the clergy of Dublin and 
its neighbourhood.

ALDERMAN ATKINSON TOOK THE CHAIR. 

The proceedings having been opened with prayer, 
Alderman Atkinson introduced the Rev. John Garrett, 
Vicar of St. Paul, Cornwall, chaplain to the Bishop of 
Columbia, to the meeting. 

Mr. Garrett then came forward, and said he would 
gladlyexpress some of the feelings which actuated him per- 
sonally that day, if he did not consider it might seem out 
ofplace ; but be confessed that, after having 
been absent from this country for more than twelve 
years, and having spent for that length of time what 
had been an eventful ministry, in what was to him a 
strange land, he felt the position he was placed in was 
a particularly gratifying one—that he should, in any 
way, be able to lend assistance in spreading the Word of 
God in one of the greatest openings for missionary 
work that had ever been knuwn of. The mission to 
Columbia seemed to him, and to those who 
had most deeply been connected with its past short 
history, to be súch'a one as, from the position and nature 
of the colony, and those of the clergy who were going 
forth in that quarter, had never befure appeared upon the 
world’s stage and this the more especiully in connec- 


tion with Great Britain and her church. He (Mr. 
Garrett) would endeavour to point out on 
the map the locality of Columbia, and next 


next to impress upon the minds of those present 
a few of the solemn thoughts which were connected 
with the missivn to that place. It had ever been the 
desire of European nations to find a pathway, and it 
was their policy always to be the carriers of the traffic 
between the West and the East. ‘They were told by 
history that 350 years ago Culumbus, actuated by this 
policy, set out on the expedition, and reflecting 
that the world was round, he went West 
instead of East, and, touching on the Islands 
there, called them the Indies, thinking they formed the 
real East for which he sought. From the visit of Captain 
Cooke, who might be considered the first. person that 
brought Columbia under the notice of the British, was 
dated the commenceiment of the colony in which they 
were interested. Inthe year 1766 he was sent by the 
British Government to seek for a passage which it was 
imagined might somewhere exist, running right through 
the American territory, in order to obtain an improved 
route to the East. When he touched upon Nootka 
Sound he was not aware that it was an Island, but it was 
subsequently discovered to be so by Captain Vancouver, 
in 1792. The favourable accounts given of the place 
induced British merchants to turn their attention to- 
wards it, and the result was that two years after 
trade stations were established between the natives, a 
settlement was formed, and commerce opened between 
the English ships and the Indians. This, however, was 
considered by the Spaniards as an invasion of their

Garrett) would take up the history of the colony was 
when the great dispute arose between America and 
England, on the Oregon Boundary question. ‘The dis-

And what were they to 
judge from this? | Why, that, perhaps, in fuur or five 
years tc come, there would be 400,000 or 500,000 more 
people in the Jand. . The climate, also, of the place was 
like that of England. There wasa singular likeness 
between the climates of the Western coasts of the Wes- 
tern hemisphere and the climates of the Western coasts 
of the Eastern hemisphere. The climate of Lower 
California answered to that of Africa; the climate of 
Upper California to that of Spain; and the climate of 
Columbia to that of England. The peculiar climate of 
Columbia was perceived immediately on passing to the 
West ward of the Roeky Mountains. It was remarkable 
that the same cause which rendered the climate of Eng- 
landwhat it was, also operated upon that of Columbia; 
forthe temperature of England was moderated by the Gulf 
Stream, while that of Columbia was similarly affected 
by a warm current flowing from the Chinese Seas. In 
referring to the religious institutions of the colony, Mr. 
Garrett said they were merely nominal. But it was strain: e 
that although there were French, Germans, Italians, Nor- 
wegians, Chinese, Mexicans, Portuguese, Sandwich Islan- 
ders, Negroes, half-caste Indians, native Indians. En- 
glish, Scotch, Irish, native Americans, and Canadians 
spread all over the colony. England seemcd the country 
in whose hands was reposed the conduet of its religion. 
Mr. Garret next alluded to the fact of the mission 
having been founded by Miss Burdett Coutts, who had 
given £25,000 fur the purpose of strengthening and 
aiding the project. He Mr. Garrett, said that application 
had frequently been made by the Indians to have the 
gospel preached to them, and was it not a painful 
consideration; that the promises to comply with their 
wishes, which had so often been made, should be so long 
put off, as in more than one instance, to barden them 
into incredulity and disbelief that they ever woul.l 
obtain “the light.” It was for the purpose of obtain- 
ing the co-operation of the English people, and 
their assistance, that the bishop of Co- 
lumbia had come over’ to these countries, 
and he (Mr. Garrett) was sure his good object would 
meet with the success which it deserved. Mr. Garrett 
concluded with an earnest appeal to the people of Ire- 
land to lend their aid in shedding the light of the 
Holy Scriptures upon a race remarkable for its intelli- 
gence, and anxious to profit by it. 
_ The Rev. Mr. Abbott then moved the following resolu- 
tion, which was seconded by Dr. Tufnell, and carried by 
unanimous acclamation :— 
“That it is a high Christian privilege and duty to as- 
sist in the great work now opened out by Divine Provi- 
dence for the evangelisation of the interesting and im- 
portant colony of Culumbia.” 
The Rev. H. H. Dickenson next moved a resolution, 
as follows:-— | 
“That the bishop and clergy now going forth upon 


this great enterprise have claims of a strong and special. 


nature on the United Church of England and Ireland, 
not only for warm and Christian sympathy, but also tor 
sincere and earnest support in their arduous mission,” 

The resolution was seconded by Colonel Phipps, and 
carried. 

A letter from the Bishop of Columbia, expressing his 
high sense of the kindness shown him on his visit to 
Ireland by the ciergy of that country, was read by Mr. 
Dickenson. 

The Rev. Mr. Day moved that a committee be formed 
for the purpose of collecting subscriptions in aid of the 
Columbia mission. 

Mr. Arthurs seconded the motion, which passed, and 
the following clergymen consente| to act as a com- 
mittee :—His Grace the Archbishop of Dublin, the 
Archdeacon of Dublin, the Archdeacon of Glendalough, 
Reverends Brooke, Blacker, Edward Whately, Morean, 
Twigg, J. Scott, and Vere White. 

The following laymen were also solicited, and con- 
sented to act:—Alderman Atkinson, William Fry, 
Esq., Colonel Phipps, A. Arthurs, Esq., Dr. Tufaell, 
Thomas Disney, Esq.,and Thomas Twigg, Esq.

LICENSED GROCERS AND VINTNERS’ SOCIETY. 

The usual weekly meeting of this society was held 
yesterday at their rooms in William-street— 

Mr. Denis FLANAGAN in the chair, 

The President (Mr. Carey) called the attention of the 
meeting to the fact, that by one of the rules of the so- 
ciety no person could be a member unless he were a 
licensed retailer.. Now, circumstances might occur 
where individuals would cease to be retail vintners ; in- 
deed, it usually happened that when parties made much 
money they retired from business, but there was no rea- 
son why those who had been connected with the society, 
esnecially in an official capacity, should cease to be mem- 
bers as soon as their circumstances were such as to per- 
mit them to withdraw from business. On next quarter- 
day he would submit to their consideration an amend- 
ment of the rule in question, whereby all those who had 
been officers of the society should be alluwed to remain 
upon the books as members. 

The Chairman concurred with the president, and hoped 
that such amendment would be carried. 

The President said that the trustees were members for 
life, provided they did not infringe the law; and it was 
quite an anomaly that a man, as at present, might be a 
trustee and not a member of the society. 

The Chairman then handed in £2 2s. 6d. from Mr. John 
Hegarty, grocer, of Francis-street, who intended to be- 
come a member of the society. When he(the chairman) 
waited upon him, he expressed his satisfaction at the 
proceedings of the society, and said he believed that 
every one in the trade should belong to it, and give it 
their fullest support. As, however, the introduction of 
a new member required a week’s notice, he would 
postpone the proposal of Mr. Hegarty until next Wed- 
nesday. ’ 

The Secretary (Mr. Brady) observed, in refe- 
rence to the subscriptions, that they never experienced 
less trouble in getting in money than during the pre- 
sent year. All the members ha: subscribed cheerfully, 
and several persons who had hitherto been averse or 
reluctant to subscribe had, on this occasion, handed 
in their respective sums quite willingly. 

The Chairman saidthe statement of the secretary 
should give the members great satisfaction. Nor should 
they feel less pleasure from the fact that those who had 
joined the society were, with hardly an exception, re- 
spectable retail traders and men of character. 

The President then gave notice, that on that day week 
he would propose Mr. Michael Carroll, of Camden-street, 
a member of the society, who had also a very high 
opinion of its utility. 

The Secretary said, in reference to the deputation from 
the Coopers’ Society which had waited upon them the 
last day of meeting, in relation to the differences which 
existed between them and the Messrs. Watkins, and who 
had sought their mediation, that the deputation ap- 
pointed by the society had waited upon Mr. Watkins, 
the head of the firm, who received them with the greatest 
kindness, Nothing could be more satisfactory 
than the ultimate issue of their mission. Having 
informed him that they would feel great pleasure 
in being made the instruments of healing up the 
breach between him and the coopers, though they were 
aware of the awkward position in which they stood, as 
inte-fering. between an employer and the employed, 
he entered completely into their views, and he (the 
sccretary) had to congratulate the society and the body 
of coopers upon the success of their undertaking. 

The President said he was anxious that this state- 
ment should be laid before the public, because it had 
been circulated among the tradesmen that the Messrs. 
Watkins had acted harshly towards their coopers. 
Nothing, however, could be more untrue than that; and 
the whole affair originated in a misunderstanding. It 
appears that two persons from the Coopers’ Society had 
waited upon Mr. Watkins, in relation to the subject of 
their complaint; but they had not received any autho- 
rity from the trade to do so, and Mr. Watkins said that 
had he known they were from the society he would 
have given them all the satisfaction they desired. The 
matter, however, had since been adjusted to the satis- 
faction of all parties, and Mr. Watkins, in this, as in his 
other transactions, had shown himself to be an upright 
and truly respectable citizen. It was his custom to give 
the highest wages to those employed in every depart- 
ment of his establishment. : 

The Chairman said he had been living twenty-two 
years in the vicinity of Mr. Watkins’ brewery, and that 
he had never heard a man give any but the best character 
of Mr. Watkins. He was a most liberal employer, and 
he believed the coopers had less reason to complain 
of him than of any other employer, for he had been the 
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would f e trade. 

“The said he had no doubt but that Messrs. 
Bass were quite justified in the steps they had taken, and 
now that they had vindicated their rights, the jor. 
giving of the costs would be regarded by many of their 
customers as a very graceful act: 

The President said the principal reason which induced 
the committee not to sanction a subscription at present 
was, that it might injure Messrs. Bass & Co., which they 
would much regret, since that firm had been very liberal 
to the society. On this account they declined tak- 
ing any step until the secretary had written to the 

rm. i 
The President then referred to a letter which had ap- 
peared in the Freeman's Journal of Tuesday, signed “A 
Grocer,” and complaining that there were houses in Moore- 
street and Britain-street in which liquor was sold from 
the closing hour on Saturday night until the opening 
hour on Sunday. He (the president) believed that the 
statements in that letter were wholly unfounded. 

Mr. Byrne observed that had the writer alluded to 
some lanes off Moore-street, he thought he would have 
been right. 

The Secretary said he had not had time to make the 
necessary inquiries upon this subject, but should the 
statements of the writer prove correct he hoped the par- 
ties would be visited with exemplary punishment. It 
was a principle of the Vintners’ Society not merely not 
to violate the law, but to vindicate it. 

Atter some other general observations upon this sub- 
ject, the Secretary said he had received a recent copy of 
the Manchester Guardian, from their friend, Mr. Can- 
delet, who, some two years ago, had been present among 
them, and which contained a report of the monthly meet- 
ing of the Manchester and Salford Society. The speakers 
at it spoke most hopefully of the change which had taken 
place as regarded the position of the vintners in Eng- 
land. Formerly they were looked upon with suspicion 
by the magistrates, but now the utmost unanimity 
existed between both, and there was every reason to 
suppose that this sympathy would increase and not 
diminish. 

The Secretary then said. he had not yet received an 
answer from Mr. Dowling, billeting-officer, but he ex- 
pected by next week. 

The meeting then adjourned. 


CITY SESSIONS—YEstTerpDay. 

The Right Hon. the Recorder sat yesterday in the 
Court-house, Green-street, and proceeded with the trial 
of prisoners. 

Mr. Charles Barry, Q.C., prosecuted. 

A woman named. Hornybrook was indicted for stealing

She was convicted, and sentenced to six months’ im- 
prisonment, with hard labour. 

BRuUTAL AssauttT.—John Dillon was indicted for brutally 
assaulting one Daniel Henchey, at Fisher’s-lane, by 
biting a large piece out of his under lip. The prosecutor 
and prisoner had been lodging together in a house in 
Fisher’s-lane, and a dispute having arisen between them, 
the prisoner seized hold of Henchey and inflicted a severe 
wound by bitin: him. 

Dr. Banon was examined, and stated he strongly sus- 
pected the prisoner was insane. His manner was ex- 
ceedingly wild, and he showed several symptoms of 
insanity. i i 

The prisoner alleged he had been irritated by Henchey 
and that he then assaulted him. 

He was convicted and sentenced to three months’ im- 
prisonment, with hard labour. 

George Brown was indicted for an alleged attempt to 
pass a counterfeit half-crown on Mr. Christopher Kava- 
nagh, grocer, in Moore-street, on the 18th August last. 

The jury acquitted the prisoner. 

Two soldiers, named respectively Timothy M’Carthy 
and Join Day, of the Elthorne Militia, were in- 
dicted, for stealing four pence from a woman named 
Anne Manning, on the{19th August, at Mount Brown 
Kilmainham; they were further charged with violently 
assaulting Anne Manning. 

The prosecutrix deposed that between 10 and 11 
o’clock, on the 19th August, she was stopped by the 
prisoners, one of whom, M’Carthy, snatched her purse 
from her, containing four pence. He then sought to 
drag her down Murdering-lane, and assaulted her. 

T'wo women who were in company with the prosecu- 
trix gave evidence to the same effect. 

The prisoner M‘Carthy, in defence, stated he and his 
comrade were called by the prosecutrix, “ dirty militia- 
men.” 

The prisoners were acquitted .by direction of his Lord- 
ship, he having considered they had suffered sufficient 
imprisonment tor the assault, the charge as to the steal- 
ing of the money not having been sustained. ‘l'hey 
were then discharged with a caution from the Ke- 
corder.

The prisoner Connor‘s husband, a £cotchn an, who is at 
present known as “ The Irish Piper,” was listening 
attentively to the progress of the case, in one of the 
galleries. He was pointed out by Mrs. Connor as her 
husband, and one who would go bail for her. The Re- 
corder called him down and asked him if he would go bail 
for the future good conduct of his wife. He reflected for 
some time, aud gave a most searching glance at his spouse; 
he answered in a very broad Scotch accent, which created, 
great merriment in court, that he should not like to go 
bail for any one but himself; he subsequently agreed, 
and the prisoners were bound to appear when called on 
to abide the judgment of the court. Mr. Connor, who was 
dressed in Highland costume, with an inexpressible look 
of anguish on his countenance which appcared to be 
produced from the two-fold cause of the trouble in which 
Mr.. Connor had involved herself, and the constant 
murmuring of the pipes from over work, retired from 
court apparently having great misgivings as to the pru- 
dence of the step which he had taken.
